and Pleasant Tone the Early History 


of His Famous Oil Company— His

New York, Nov. 19.—Rela ting his 
story with the a ir of a country gentle­ 
ma n of kindly mien enga ging a host 
of friends with incidents of da ys lon^ 
pa st, J ohn D. Rockefeller, president 
of the Sta nda rd Oil compa ny, though 
for nea rly ten yea rs retired from the 
a ctive ca res of compa ny direction, for 
over two hours yesterda y reviewed 
the history of the ea rly oil tra de a nd 
the development of the first compa nies 
tha t la ter grew into the present so- 
ca lled oil trust. 
Mr. Rockefeller wa s 
a witness for the defense in the suit 
to dissolve the Sta nda rd which is be­ 
ing prosecuted by the United Sta tes 
government, a nd his a ppea ra nce a t 
the hea ring before J udge Fra nklin 
Ferriss, the referee, brought a la rge 
crowd to the customs building. 
The hea d of the big oil combine wa s 
surrounded by a n imposing circle of 
counsel a nd when he bega n his testi­ 
mony he ga zed compla cently upon a 
swa rm 
of 
newspa per 
men 
behind 
whom pressed close a throng of people 
tha t filled the room. 
Mr. Rockefeller 
a ppea red a t complete ea se a nd when 
J ohn G. Mil burn, of counsel for the 
Sta nda rd Oil compa ny propounded his 
first question, the witness spoke out 
in full tones a s if he desired the most 
dista nt specta tor in the cha mber to 
hea r. Then in a ma nner tha t indica ted 
a plea sure a t wha t he wa s a bout to 
tell, Mr. 
Rockefeller 
spoke 
of 
his 
sta rt in the oil business a nd how under 
a dverse conditions tha t business grew 
to the proportions of the Sta nda rd Oil 
compa ny of Ohio, with its ca pita liza ­ 
tion 
of $1,000.000. 
Mr. Rockefeller's 
eyes spa rkled in reflection on tha t 
ea rly fina ncia l orga niza tion a nd spea k 
ing of its million dolla r ca pita liza tion 
with a lmost boyish 
enthusia sm, 
he 
sa id: 
“ It seemed very la rge to us, who 
bega n with only $4.000 in 1862.“ Thus 
the proceedings lost in a sense their

Mr. Rockefeller dis­

The development, of Mr. Rockefel­

New York, Nov. 19.—“ Wealth Is, in 
itself, no ground for honoring a man. 
It is of value to the community only 
as it is put to service, and it is only 
as a man puts to survice that which 
he has, either of wealth or of ability 
in some line, that he has a right to 
claim the friendliness and good will 
of 
the 
community.” 
These 
senti­ 
ments, expressed by Andrew' Carnegie, 
sounded the keynote of the annual 
meeting of the trustees of the Carne­ 
gie Foundation, held at the headquar­ 
ters of the foundation here. 
Mr. Carnegie again made clear his 
purpose to have the revenue from the 
$15,000,000 fund donated 
by him to 
the foundation, regarded as the right­ 
ful heritage of retiring college presi­ 
dents and teachers, and in no sense 
a charity. 
President Eliot of Harvard, presided 
at the meeting as chairman of the 
board of trustees, and allusion was 
feeling ly made to his approaching re­ 
tirement. 
Dr. Eliot will him self re­ 
ceive the annuity prescribed for all 
retiring college officials of the highest 
paid class. This amount, $4.000, is the 
largest annual payment allowed in ac­ 
cordance with the foundation rules 
and is much less proportionately than 
the 60 or 70 per cent allowed to edu­ 
cators 
who 
have 
drawn 
smaller 
salaries. 
Bishop Edwin H. Hughes, 
of

Episcopal 
church,
